Bestir Themselves 


Facing up to the fact that Georgaa 
ranks fifth in the nation in the percentage 
of costs for elementary and secondary 
schools paid by the state while in local 
support we rank 46th suggests a neces- 
sary adjustment which must be made in 
meeting our total school problem. 

In calling for state action and for 
support from the Georgia Education Assn. 
to bring about tax equalization, the Ful- 
ton County School Board has started a 
move which could become the greatest 
boon to education since adoption of the 
state sales tax. 

We hope the movement gains momen- 
tum and that the GEA, which has become 
accustomed to looking to the state for any 
improvement in their own status and that 
of education, will start a grass roots drive 
to persuade local communities to bear 
their share of the load. Only through this 
method can we hope to achieve our goals 
in education. 

Disproportionate tax assessments, one 
of the gauges by which state aid is dis- 
tributed, does indeed result in “heavy di- 
lution of the over-all fiscal structure for 
education.” This dilution touches all 
school systems—even Atlanta’s, where lo- 
cal support amounts to 62 per cent or more 
of the total and in Fulton where school 
taxes are higher than for all other serv- 
ices combined. A vast number of counties 
make only token contributions. 

Estimated expenditures per pupil in 
Georgia last year was $208. Of this 
amount, the state paid $148—72 per cent 
of the total. Local communities contrib- 
uted $60 or 28 per cent. The latter per- 
centage would be much lower were it not 
for the heavy local contributions made by 
a very few counties and cities. 

Of Georgia’s total state budget, more 
than 53 per cent is now going to educa- 
tion. This is perhaps more than any other 
state. And of the total civilian population, 
Georgia has the highest percentage of 
school-age children in the land. They are 
our greatest problem and our greatest op- 
portunity. 

State government cannot and should 
not be expected to bear the total burden 
of educating these children, especially 
under the inequitable basis of financing 
which now exists. Those local communi- 
ties who care about their own children 
and their own futures should accept their 
responsibility for them. 

The GEA, the State Dept. of Educa- 
tion and all others concerned should be- 
stir themselves to correct a_ situation 
which indeed will bring more “education- 
al mediocrity and tragedy.”

Raises Finally Sighted 


For Police, Firemen 


Pay increases for Atlanta firemen and 
policemen, announced yesterday to be- 
come effective Jan. 1, were long overdue. 

Recruitment of police personnel has 
been especially difficult. because of the 
unattractive pay scale. Under the circum- 
stances Chief Jenkins has done an’ excel- 
lent job of making the best use of his 
available manpower by such methods as 
shifting his men around, concentrating on 
trouble spots and placing special details 
on overtime. 

All this has helped tremendously. But 
the fact remains that Atlanta’s Police 
Dept. is understaffed. Temporary expedi- 
ents could not be expected to provide the 
kind of policing a rapidly growing city 
such as this requires. The 45 additional 
officers authorized by the city are bad!y 
needed. 

The forthcoming pay raises for police- 
men and firemen, totaling $475,900 a 
vear, will be financed out of the approxi- 
mately $700,000 business license increase 
approved this week by the Board of Al- 
dermen.

Rep. Flynt Is Dubbed 
‘Jack’ the Giant Killer’ 


When John (Jack) Flynt Jr., con- 
gressman from Griffin, Ga., voted to sus- 
tain President Eisenhower's veto of the 
public works “pork barrel” bill, he 
stamped himself as a modern “Jack the 
Giant Killer.” 

Mr. Flynt appears in a dramatic role 
and the spotlight will be on him for 
months to come. 

In a sense it can be said, with consid- 
erable justification, that his was the one 
‘vote which carried the day for Mr. Eisen- 
hower. The veto was sustained by one 
vote. Congressman Flynt voted to sustain 
while all about him his fellow congress- 
men from Georgia were mpting ‘to over- 

ride. 

They had the usual reasons. | 

A total of $44,000,000 for Georgia con- 
struction siipeanesd would have been pro- 
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vided by the bill. These included ad- 
ditional work on the Savannah River, 
Hartwell Dam and the Walter George 
Dam on the Chattahoochee. 

These are desirable. We have urged 
appropriations for them. They must be 
completed. 

But the truth is, the annual appropri- 
ations bill for rivers and harbors has be- 
come increasingly immoral. It annually is 
loaded with unnecessary, expensive, 
wasteful projects put there solely for 
the purpose of reelecting congressmen. 
Yet, in order to finance the better proj- 
ects, the custom has been to vote for the 
wasteful “pork.” 

Rep. Flynt stood on the burning deck 
whence all Georgia members but he had 
fled—and voted a loud, ringing “No” on 
the motion to override. 

We have not always agreed with Mr. 
Flynt. But we wish to salute him for an 
act of moral courage. He has been speak- 
ing for economy. When the big test came 
he voted for economy. 


If Ike Forges Unity, 
Trip Will Be Success 


President Eisenhower has had the an- 
ticipated magnificent reception in Paris. 
He has now reached the crucial point in 
his journey in behalf of Western unity, 
a necessary ingredient of the upcoming 
talks with Premier Khrushchev. 

It has been Charles de Gaulle and not 
Chancellor Adenauer or Prime Minister 
Macmillan who has caused the major dis- 
sensions which have disturbed Allied 
unity the most. It was De Gaulle who 
let the Russians know the Western na- 
tions were divided, enabling Khrushchev 
to frustrate the Geneva meeting. 

Gen. de Gaulle is obsessed with the 
grandeur of Framee and with the need to 
restore its brilliance. To do this he has 
insisted the United States and Britain 
back his Algerian policies. This we can- 
not do. He openly has suggested that per- 
haps France should build a third force— 
or neutral wall—between Britain, the 
United States and the Soviet Union. All 
this, of course, has caused the Soviets to 
rub their hands in glee. 

Just what glory it is the general wants 
to restore is not clear. He believes France 
has a kind of destiny that all men every- 
where should recognize as clearly as he. 
He wants a full partnership and a shar- 
ing of atomic developments, even insist- 
ing on going ahead with his own atomic 
tests in the Sahara even though the United 
States and Russia have agreed upon a 
cessation of tests for the time being. 

If Mr. Eisenhower can restore unity, 
he will have accomplished.a really great 
constructive triumph. What he can do 
about teaming up with the general is the 
unknown quantity. 

It becomes more and more plain, as 
many British papers suggest, that the 
United States must take the lead. There 
must, in time, be a federation of Western 
nations. If the Eisenhower genius for con- 
ciliation can work with Gen. de Gaulle, 
we may be then on the way toward that 
difficult and necessary objective.

What do New York, Chicago, St. Louis, Little Rock and Memphis 
have in common? In a word, mobs. In two words, racial troubles. In 


more words than that, defiance of the law. 


Little ‘Rock has become 


a national and international byword, but any of the other four cities 
might join the Arkansas capital in its melancholy notoriety, 


In New York, St. Lows and 
Memphis, Negro crowds have de- 
fied police officers who were en- 
gaged in the normal duties of 


‘their office. Crowds have threat- 


ened or obstructed officers who 
arrested Negroes. 

In Chicago, hundreds of white 
citizens have created tension and 
disorder in a neighborhood where 


Negroes have rented apartments. 


Any person who believes that 
there is justice or reason in the 
activity of any mob simply hasn't 
seen one in action. The fact of 
which: race happens to compose 
such a-crowd is not relevant. 
Disrespect for the law is not con- 
fined by race, age or -residence. 
It is a really chilling thought 
that in such a few days so many 
American citizens have sought by 
one means or another to make the 
law a matter of personal con-

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venience, rather than a- bulwark 
of public stability. 

The Supreme Court has set a 
poor example by interpreting the

Yesterday I made some suggestions con- 
cerning the fact decisions must be made every 
day of our lives. Some of these decisions are 


mighty importarit, for they are year-changing and a a 
choices. Others are the kind of decisions we make according to our 


day-by-day actwities. 
seem very important. 

Every decision, however, has 
some importance. It is some- 
times true that the seemingly in- 
significant decisions lead inevita- 
bly to larger issues. Before we 
are aware of it a series of little 
choices may have made a big 
difference in our lives. 

How can we make the right de- 
cision, whether such a decision 
concerns insignificant or major 
problems? I think there are at 
least four bases which ought to 
be considered in the decisions we 
must make. 

First, we would do well to re- 
member the primary considera- 
tion must be in terms of people. 
Personality is the highest value 
we know and every decision we 
make ought to show respect for 
people.

sept. 11. 


At that time he will hear and 
rule on pleas of abatement that 
Cravey and Cadle filed to the in- 
dictment and a motion they filed 
to amend court minutes. 


SEEK TO NULLIFY 


The two defendants, who are 
charged with conspiring to de- 
fraud the state by using state 
employes in Cravey’s 1958 political 
campaign, contend the indictment 
is void for several reasons. 


They contend it was not returned 
in open court, because their law- 
yers were not allowed to ac- 
company them into the Fulton 
County grand jury room and be- 
cause someone besides themselves 
was allowed in the grand jury 
room with them. 


OBJECTS TO PRESENCE 

Cravey and Cadle were allowed 
to enter the grand jury room to 
hear testimony under a law which 
grants that right to state officials 
when charges involving mal- 
feasance in office are brought 
against them. 


Cravey objected to Cadle’s 
presence in the jury room and 
Cadle objected to Cravey’s pres- 
ence in the jury room.

STATUE ADDS 

A white statue adds a forma! 
note and the two semi-circular 
low walls are adorned with an- 
tique French lead urns. Sea- 
sonal plants are used in them 
and right now there are red ge- 
raniums. The shrine with its 
foreground of gravel is bordered 
with Joseph's coat. 


The walkway beds are filled 
with dwarf marigolds and the 
center one has iris and chrysan- 
themums. Background and bor- 
der bed plantings are camellias, 
hydrangeas, iris, azaleas, roses 
and caladiums. For safer walk- 
ing along the gravel path, Mr. 
Shepherd used embedded bricks 
as stepping stones. 


The garage which was on one 
side of the lot was torn down 
and the cement floor and one 
side wall form a patio. Wrought 
iron railing with hurricane

lamps—designed by Mr. Shep- 
herd—enclose the patio. Another 
attractive feature is the en- 
trance to the rear of the Shep- 
herd property, which also marks 
the garden entrance. A lacy 
wrought iron arch has a pair of 
hurricane lamps made into the 
intricate design. This feature is 
an “original” by Mr. Shepherd.
